Terrible Accident At Old Point. 


On Monday morning last at 101-2 
o’clock Mrs. Curry, the amiable wife 
of Col. James Curry, United States 
Army, stationed at Fortress Monroe, 
informed. her husband that she in- 
tended. to visit the cemetery that 
morning to decorate the grave ofa 
child. Her husband told her to have 
the carriage ordered and go around 
the nearest way, which was across 
Mill Creek. Ske accordingly ordered 
a small skiff, and took her little 
daughter Lena, aged 8 years, into the 


| boat with her. — 


‘They seated themselves in the stern 
and before they had gotten half way 
across the creek, arough wave tilted 
the boat-and threw little. Lena over- 
board. In her hasty efforts to save her 
child, Mrs.Curry leaned forward and 
overturned thecraft, and both mother 
and daughter were drowned! 

The negro who was managing the 
boat at the time was unable to render 
them any assistance, for he only 
saved himself by seizing and cling- 
ing to an oyster stake near by which 
kept him above water until he was 
rescued. © 

Mrs. Curry. was loved by all who 
kpew her, and. her. little daughter 
was the petof the household. Their 
uutimely death has cast a gloom over 
the entire community in which they 
lived and will be sincerely deplored 
by all who heare of the unfotunate 
‘oceurrence. 
. The bodies of the deceased were 
found-on: Monday afternoon, floating 
on. the water within afew yards of 


Mrs. Curry was a Russian lady. 
Col. Corry is an Irishman by birth, 
and has been inthe United States 
army for about 25 years, He has 
been stationed at Fortress’ Monroe 
for more than 15’years, and herein 
Virginia—particularly in Norfolk, 
he has a large circle of friends who 
deeply sympathize with him in his

THE BIRD BILL.

its third reading by a vote of 37 to 2. 


THE ADJOUR NMENT OF CONGRESS. 


Mr. Shaw, at120’clock, introduced 
the following resolution : 
‘WHEREAS, The term of the Forty- 
Third Congress of the United States 
expires with this hour. And whereas 
a large majority of said Congress be 
ing unmindful of the trusts im 
in it by a free people, and have 
heaped burdens and insults upon 
them unprecedented in the annals of 
history, and with an unmitigated 
hatred to the Southern portion of 
this Union, have converted the 
‘‘Halls of Congress’ into a “Star 
Chamber” of oppression ; 

**Therefore, be it Resolved, by the 
Senate of North Carolina, that we 
hail with joy this the hour of our de- 
liverance, and extend our congratu- 
lations to the whole peopleof these 
United States upon this happy dawn 
of a better day.”’

Mr. Tate then stated reasons 
for offering the amendments to the 
the substitute, which were for the 
protection of the privatestockholders 
of the road in the event of the adop- 
tion of the substitute. .

Again, it proposed to 
the interest on its bonds from ha tof 
the earnings of this road, the: other 
half to be applied to the completion 
of the road to its pro terminis. 
He proposed to show that in 10 years 


the road would be more embartfassed 


than it is now, and nota single foot 
of work performed towards its com- 
pletion, by such legislation. He was 
clearly of the Migs that the only 
plan to relieve the road from its pre- 
sent financial embarrassment was an 
appeal to the Supreme Court, which 
with the substitute guarded by the 
amendments proposed by himself 
would effect the desired object of com- 
leting this great work and rendering 

t available totheState. 
Mr. McRae replied to the argument 
of Mr. Staples, and spoke mainly to 
the merits of the amendment offered 
by himself, which as heretofore stat- 
ed, is characterized by Mr. Gudger as 
the Smith clause of the consolidation 


act. 

Mr. Mendenhall was loth to take 
issue with his colleague on matters of 
importance before the General As- 
sembly, but after careful considera- 
tion of the subject he was convinced 
of the fact that there was merit in 
the Tate bill and would support it. 

Mr. Moring warmly advoeated the 
Tate bill, and argued at some length 
the various provisions therein in 
contrast. with those of the substitute. 

Mr. Robinson (Mr. Walker, of 
Richmond, in the Chair) had exam- 
ined both bills now before the House 
with care, and while he was willing 
toaccord merit toeach, yethethought 
the Tate bill would save the property 
to the State, and the substitute would 
not; he would therefore support the 
originel bill. Mr. Staples in an- 
nouncing his preference for the sub- 
stitute gives no assurance chat he 
will support even the substitute un- 
less his amendments are incorpora- 
ted, &c. The gentleman from Guil- 
ford, he said, also faintly suggests 
that an appeal to the Supreme Court 
would relieve the road of its embare- 
rassment. If he remembered aright, 
a resolution was now before the 
Committee on Railroads providing for 
the taking of this appeal to the Su- 
preme Court. 

Mr. Staples (interrupting.) The 
resolution was introduced, and is 
now sleeping in the handsof the 
Committee. 

Mr. Robinson—“I have informa- 
tion that the resolution has been 
carefully considered by the Commit- 
tee, and have had Major Smith be- 
fore them, and they are satisfied that 
the appeal will not be tothe interest 
of the State.”’ 

Mr. Candler said he was willing to 
wi‘ hdraw his bill as a substitute for 
Mr. Tate’s, and would afterwards of- 
fer his as a seperate bill, and let it 
come up on its own merits. No ob- 
jection being offered, he withdrew 
the substitute.

12 to 30 and even 60 per cent. per 
annum,’’ aud again he says ‘“‘that 
the rates of interest charged by 
the banks varies from 1° to 60 
cent, more particularly at the latter 
rate in Eastern Carolina, assert most 
positively that he can not name 
an instance in Eastern Carolina 
where such rates as 60 per cent. 
have been charged for years past,and 
on the contrary the writer knows 
that in all the Hastern banks of New- 
bern, Wilmington, Goldsboro, Tar- 
boro and Raleigh, the average rates 
do not exceed 13 per cent. and I would 
say farther that the rates. of interest 
for money in all the Hastern sections 
have been getting lower year after 
year by the natural law of supply 
and demand, in proportion to the 
inerease of banking capital and fa- 
cilities. Mr. Staples talks about 
‘money rusting and mouldering in 
vaults of banks; by taking the 
trouble to examine the sworn state- 
ments of the several banks, which 
sve published every few montiis, he 
will tind that there is very littic 
money allowed to remain on hand 
nud moulder. He says, ‘whenever 
and wherever money is unrestricté 
t is impossible asa general rule 
borrow it at a low rate of interest;”’ 
lie forgets here that money is virtual- 
ly unrestricted (there bcing no for- 
feiture of principal) in all the States 
ofthe Union except four, thatit is 
entirely unrestricied in England and 
nearly everywhere on the Continent 
of Europe, and that it is from these 
“unrestricted”? points that money 
flows at low rates to all parts of the 
world and more especially to ourown 
country, where foreign capital has 
been buildingour railroads and other 
works of internal improvement; in 
England money is ordinarily worth 
from 4 to45 per cent., but the rates 
vary several times a month according 
to the supply and demand, and 
during the past few years has been at 
times as high as 10 per cent. the Bank 
of England invariably putting the 
rates up when money is flowing 
out of the country for’ the 
purpose of inducing its return, 
thus showing that capiial will 
always seek the place where money 
is at high rates, and from the quanti- 
ty that goes there always causing a 
reaction by making it cheap. Mr. 
Staples says, ‘‘one of the most flour- 
ishing and wealthy States of the 
Union has a stringent usury law.’’ 
ihis must refer to New York, and 
with regard to that State I would say 
that there is great dissatisfaction and 
constant agitation with regard to the 
law every session of the Legislature, 
aud now there has been a petition 
sent before that body signed by 4,000 
Jeading merchants (all borrowers, 
recollect,) praying for its repeal. Mr. 
Staples says ‘‘the majority of the un- 
restricted States are comparatively 
depressed and crippled, and in those 
States where the tree money law ex- 
iets there is either great financial 
celibarrassment or such wild confu- 
sion,’? &e. Does the gentleman real- 
ly consider what he is saying when 
ie speaks of ‘‘great financial embar- 
rassment and wild confusion” in 
.uch States as Massachusetts, Cali- 
fornia, Nevada, Maine, Rhode Is- 
iand, illinois, Kansas, Georgia and 
‘}exas, where there are virtually no 
usury laws, or in the growing States 
of Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, Kentucky, 
Maryland, Michigan, Minnesota, Mis- 
souri,New Je’y, Penn., Vermont and 
Wisconsin, where in the majority of 
which only the excess, and in the re- 
mainder the whole of the interest 
only is recoverable as penalty for 
usury, and consequently in which 
money is virtually free. Does Mr. 
Staples intend his fellow members 
to believe that Massachusetts, which 
has no restriction on money, is not 
as wealthy and prosperous as New 
York, whieh has restrictions; that 
California is not as prosperous as 
Connecticut ; that Maine its not as 
prosperous as Delaware, and coming 
to the South that Georgiais not as 
prosperous as North Carolina? He 
tells you that “the great and prosper- 
ous State of Pennsylvania only al- 
lows 6 per. cent,’ but he forgeis to 
tell you that the penalty for charg- 
higher rates is the loss, not of the 
principal, nor even of the interest, 
oniy of the excess of interest 
youd the legal rate. He says thai 
“there are only two States in the 
‘“nion which allow 12 per cent, and 
even which allow 10 per cent, aud 
{wo at 8 per cent,’’ and soon, but not 
once in his whole speech does he teil 
you that there are only four Siates in 
the whole Uniou which have any 
law forfeiting the principal, and in 
not one of these four and in fact no 
Where in the civilized world is there 
as stringent a bill as the one just now 
engineered by Mr. Staples in our 
Legislature. Of the eleven free 
money States he says that ‘‘Georgia 
is the most prosperous.’”’ Don’t 
you think that Massachusets, Califor- 
niaand Maine (fiee;mouney States) are 
more shining examples of prosper- 
ity than Georgia? Theargument he 
uses against the prosperity of the free 
money State of Georgia is an extract 
from a newspaper published in that 
State, the editor of which states 
‘‘that the repealof the usury law has 
done more harm jin Georgiathan any 
act which has passed, * * * 
except the incorporation of the mon- 
strous homestead exemption in the 
Constitution.’”’” Are the members of 
our Legislature prepared to endorse 
the homestead exemption as ‘‘mon- 
strous,” if not, then endorsing his 
views on that point why endorse 
him on the usury question, which is 
a matter that newspaper men gener- 
ally are not capable of giving an 
opinion on. I would like to see the 
State, either Georgia or any other 
in which stocks have not depreciated 
in value during the past two years 
since our great financial panic, wheth- 
er Northor South,in restricted N. Y., 
or unrestricted Mass.; but how 
can Mr. Staples ascribe the deprecia- 
tion in stocks to the abolition of the 
usury laws, except he can show, what 
I defy him todo, that there has been 
more depression in Georgia than in 
North Carolina, (has the Georgia 
jioad stock declined anything like as 
lnuch as our North Carolina KRail- 
ruad stock ?) or in Massachusetts or 
( alifornia more than in New~ York. 
Mr. Staples goes on at some length 
to compare’Georgia, an unrestricted 
State,with New York arestricted one; 
is thiseandid in the gentleman ? or

ruin ; and still Mr. Staples compares 
that State with the State of 
New York, which has fats 
tened on the plunder of Georgia 
and other Southern States ; he goes 
on in this way tooccupy halfa col- 
umn of your paper comparing these 
two States, instead of taking two of 
nearly equal advantages, such as 
comparing Georgia or Texas with 
North Carolina, and Massachusetts 
with New York, and Califernia with 
Connecticut. He goeson to passa 
high panegyrie on ‘the splendid fi- 
nancial conditon and unexampled 
prosperity of England,’’ stating that 
she stands on asound and sure basis, 
unshaken by panics, firm, solid and 
secure, a living and. perpetual con- 
demnation of that poliey which 
would place the value of money upon 
the same footing * * * as 
wheat and coin,” cte. This sounds 
very well fora buncombe speech, 
but it displays the great- 
est ignorance of the facts, as 


in Kngland the usury laws. hayew 


been constantly undergoing a modi- 
fying process till about twenty years 
ago,when they were totally abolished, 
leaving money there just where Mr. 
Staples says it did not leave it, on the 
same footing as wheat and corn or 
any other ec:mmodity. He refers in 
glowing language to ‘the’ barren 
fields, vast mineral resources, mines 
of gold and copper, and vast water 
powers undeveloped,” which 
seems to think is altogether owing to 
the want of a stronger usury law 
than we have had, but if he studies 
the history of hisown country he will 
jind that it was a policy the directly 
apposite—a policy of almost free 
woney, Which was adopted and is 
still in force in the great Western 
States for the purpose of drawing in 
and enecourecing the flow of capital 
from the Favicin states wheremoney 
was abundant, whereby the resourets 
of these States hare been developed 
to such an extent that they now rank 
amongst the most prosperous in the 
Union ; and jast here let me ask Mr. 
Staples how jie can expect Northern 
men to send money down here to 
assist in developing our State to loan 
it out at 6 to 8 per cent., When the 
parties can get the same rate of inter- 
estat home on much better security 
than people here have it in their 
power to offer; if that capitsl is 
wanted here, must not some induce- 
ment in the shape of a higher rate of 
interest be held out? He says that 
the average rate of interest in New 
York upon good collaterals ranges 
from 3 to 5 per cent.; in this he falls 
into the common error of supposing 
that the quotations of money (sent us 
daily by telegraph) in the New York 


market are based on regular loans or. 


discounts of commercial paper, which 
is quite a mistake, as they are based 
on cail loans made by the banks and 
bankers of that portion of their de- 
posits whieh they are afraid to put 
into regular time loans, which they 
are compelled consequently to loan 
outon cailatany rate they can get 
for it, subject to the requirements of 
their business rather than keep the 
inoney idle in their vaults; these 
loans the borrower may be called on 
to pay atany moment without notice 
by the lender, and I know that any 
bank in North Carolina would be 
glad to loan out and make 8 to 6 per 
cent. interest in the same way on the 
money which, for prudential reasons, 
to meet Wants of depositors, they 
have to Keep idle in their vaults, pro- 
vided they knew that any moment 
they could get their currency back by 
calling forit. Ordinary commercial 
paper in New York, better probably 
than any that can be made in this 
State, is nearly always on the market 
atS to 10 per ecent., and often higher; 
the banks Joan there a_ limited 
amount to their customers at 7 per 
ecent., but with the understanding 
tnat the borrowers will always have 
to their credit in bank an amount 
equal at least to 85 per cent. of the 
loans,makingtheinterest really about 
9 to 10 perecent., and recollect even ac- 
cording to Mr. Staples, good col- 
laterals have got to be produced, but 
where ean our people find collaterals 
to present, since all their stocks and 
bonds have been swept away by the 
devastation of the war; for at least 
six months during and after the 
panic, when money was quoted re- 
gularly in New York in defiance of 
the stringent usury law at} tol per 
cent per day, the merchants of North 
Carolina were upheld and their 
wauts supplied by the banks in our 
own State at the regular rates, or 
nearly so, When they could possibly 
have charged the ‘‘60 per cent.’”’? per 
annum, but still Mr. Staples has no 
word of praise for our banks except 
ealling them ‘giant monopolies,’’ 
which ‘must be broken down, be- 
eause, forscoth, they charge rates 
enough for money to declare an 
average dividend of 10 per cent. per 
annum on their capital, which was 
not thonebt too much tomake by the 
old banks for their stockholders bve- 
fore the war, and which is less thaa 
the average now declared by the 
banks of New York. If Mr. Stapies 
and his friends do not/desire'to have. 
the private money lenders and note 
shavers throughout the State suck 
the vitals out of our State by 
charging exhorbitant interest on 
account of the seareity of money, 
which will be created by the passage 
of their bill, and if they really desire 
cheap money, why did they not go 
about it by memoralizing Congress to 
repeal the 10 — t. tax on State cir- 
culation, andthen our State banks 
could issue three dollars to one of their 


capital as they used to do before the 


warand loan their money at 6 percent, 
making thereby as much _ profit for 
their stockholders as. they would by 
loaning under the present system 
without State circulation at18 per 
cent. Mr. Staples has not informed 
the people in his speech how the 
mereantile community can manage 
without banks or banking facilities ; 
he don’t show the people how they 
are to pay up the four or five milliou 
dollars in which they are now in- 
debted to our banks should they con- 
clude to gointo liquidation under 
this usury bill ; he makes no provis- 
ion for building up; all he seems to 
desire is to ‘‘break down by passing 
alaw that banks must not charge 
more than 8 percent.,’’? when if he 
had properly informed himselfon the 
subject he would have ascertained 
that no bank in the State, with prob- 
ably one exception, is or can be 
managed at a less rate of expense 
than 8 per cent. on its capital, so that 
since the passage of the usury bill 
there is no alternative now left to the 
banks but toeither evade the law or 
wind up their affairs and go out of 
existence. If the latter step wefe 
taken it would bring wide-spread 
ruin over all the mercantile commu- 
nitics, (and thus indirectly paralyze 
the agricultural interest) asthe péople 
could not without great hardship pay 
up their loans, and those who have 
deposits in banks ‘would send their 
money to New_York and purcha:s 
U. 8. Bonds;which would yield them

For the first time in the his- 
tory of any legislative body of this 
State, or probably any other, the 
members instead of trying by every 
means in their power to get informa: 
tion on the question at issue, and 
what effect it would be likely to have 
on the State, would not even listen 
to the deputations of prom er- 
chants from Gifferent places who had 
gone there to try and convince them
